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Nonrefillabie Plastic and Metal Containers (Capacity Equal to or Less Than 50 Pounds): Nonrefillable 
container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Triple rinse container (or equivalent) promptly after 
emptying. Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank. 
Fill the container 1/4 full with water and recap. Shake for 10 seconds. Pour rinsate into application 
equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal.
